SCHOOL BRHPORT.

District No. 1 (Blanchard). 


Summer term taught by Miss Clara A. Johnson. This 
was her second term in this district, which fact gave her 
an advantage at the commencement, and the examination 
showed that the teacher had fully sustained her former repu- 
tation as a successful teacher. Fall term taught by Miss 
Addie L. Wells, who labored very assiduously to benefit the 
pupils. An unhappy difficulty at one time threatened to en- 
tirely destroy the school; but thanks to’ the firmness and good 
sense of the parents (when once aroused), the calamity was 
averted. Owing to adverse circumstances the progress was 
not what it otherwise might have been. The exhibition at 
the close did great credit to all engaged. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Oliver L. Cross. This school 
is still in session. If any doubts existed at the first visit, the 
second one, near the middle of the term, fully demonstrated 
that the school would be a very profitable one.

District No. 2 (West Road). 


First term taught by Miss Emma J. Morrill, of Concord. I 
visited the school at the commencement. Order was good, 
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and so at the close of the term. On my second visit it ap- 
peared that the pupils had made fair improvement. I think | 
that she gave general satisfaction.

Winter school was taught by Miss Martha J. Foster, who 
is an accurate, thorough, and painstaking teacher, and under 
her careful and judicious training the school was a complete 
success. She teaches her scholars to think for themselves, 
and inculeates habits of self-reliance. As the result of em-

District No. 6 (Hill’s Corner). 


Summer term. During this term of about nine weeks the 
school was taught by Lizzie Whittemore, of Loudon, whose 
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general management showed a good degree of tact; and 
the closing examination passed off pleasantly, indicating a 
fair degree of improvement, especially among the younger 
members of the school. 

Winter’ term. This was under the charge of Miss Caroline 
K. Foster, well known as one of our best teachers. She 
worked hard, under rather discouraging circumstances, for 
the best interests of her scholars, and not without some grat- 
ifying results; but the school, as a whole, failed to derive 
the benefit from her services which it might have done, with 
a more earnest effort on the part of scholars, and a more cor- 
dial support from parents. The exercises at the close were 
evidently not cooked for the occasion, and the searching and 
impartial examination made painfully apparent the superfi- 
cial nature of much of the previous teaching.

District No. 7 ( Centre). 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Mary C. 
Fellows. Hach term was very much injured by sickness of 
the scholars. Notwithstanding this fact, good improvement 
was made. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Emma J. Jones, and 
was in every respect a complete success.

District No. 8 (Shakers). 


Summer term, L. Jeannette Forest, teacher. Careful at- 
tention was given to the several branches taught, as well as 
to moral instruction, and the pupils pleasantly compensated 
the teacher by good recitations, and the manifestations of 
kindness and care. 
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Winter term, Asenath O. Stickney and Agnes E. Newton, 
teachers. The examination at the close of the term was 
what we might have anticipated from a school where the 
teachers are thoroughly devoted to their business.

In the fall term, of nine weeks, 
there was a more decided improvement in all the branches 
taught, excepting Colburn’s Arithmetic, in which the prob- 
lems were not solved, and the processes explained as satisfac- 
torily as they ought to have been.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 
Fellow- Citizens : 


In presenting to you the annual report of our common 
schools, we have to say that, as a general thing, they have 
been quite successful. Indeed, some of them have been 
model schools; others, full medium; and a few were far 
from being what they ought or might have been. In some 
districts we find the parents all united, and codperating with 
_the teachers and scholars for the advancement and best inter- 
ests of the schools, while in others prejudice, district feuds, 
or private jealousies are allowed to have an influence very 
detrimental to the moral and intellectual growth of the chil- 
dren and youth. It seems to us that prudential committees 
ought and should exercise the greatest caution in selecting 
teachers. Seek to obtain only those of high intellectual and 
moral worth, and particularly those who are adapted to the 
wants and demands of the district where they are to teach. 
While a teacher might be entirely competent for one district, 
they would as certainly fail in another. Then, again, so long 
as a teacher is permitted to remain ina school, give them 
your cordial and earnest support. Do not show to the 
scholar, by look or word, that there is aught to impair your 
confidence in them; for just as soon as that is withdrawn 
their usefulness in that place is at an end. We would also 
impress upon parents the importance of visiting our schools 
oftener, and more especially in the earlier part of the term. 
We think it quite as important, and even more so, than later 
in the term. We are all too apt to wait till the examination, 
and then turn out en masse, thinking we have done our — 
duty to the very letter. A suggestion from the parent to the 
judicious teacher in regard to the peculiarities of some par- 
ticular pupil may be of great advantage to them in organizing 
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the school. As the parent is, so is the school. Again: 
never allow a teacher to go into a school until they have a 
certificate from the superintending school committee, for it 
places them in a trying position to refuse a certificate after 
the school has commenced, and it is very apt to engender 
hard feelings in the minds of all concerned ; and we would 
suggest to the selectmen the propriety of withholding all 
money till a certificate is presented, showing that the teacher 
has filled out the register, and returned it to the superintend- 
ing school committee. We would suggest to some districts 
the necessity of furnishing their school-rooms with a better 
supply of maps, and also a globe. Some districts are well 
supplied, others have none. Would you send your men to 
the woods to chop without an axe? The answer is obvious. 
Why, then, send your boy or girl to school without the proper 
outfit for acquiring knowledge? It seems very important to 
us that more attention should be given to composition in our 
schools. Let each pupil be required to compose and write as 
soon as he knows how to make the letters. Let us again re- 
mind you of the importance of punctuality. See to it that 
your scholars are at school, and in season. It very much 
distracts the attention of teacher and pupils to have some 
coming in late after the exercises have commenced. We find 
on the registers there are 489 instances of tardiness, and 
2,195$ days’ absence. Is not this too much time to be lost ¢ 
We leave it to your intelligence to decide.
